1 A method of manufacturing a hollow molded article of a different-color pattern by 
alternately extruding each synthetic resin molding material of different colors, 

wherein end portions of two resin passages that are independent from each other face 
each other and are slightly shifted so as to conmiunicate with each other, a resin branch passage 
that leads to a dice portion is communicated with a communication position of the two passages, 
one resin is sent from one resin passage, and if the flow of another resin within another resin 
passage is stopped, when the one resin flows within the branch passage, it is pressed out to the 
dice side via the branch passage while part of the other resin corresponding to the shifted portion 
is being dragged.
